BNP COUNCILLOR DENOUNCED

A BNP councillor has been 
branded a hypocrite by his 
former wife. Robin Evans won 
a council by-election in the Mill Hill 
ward in Blackburn last November. 
He told voters that he was stand¬ 
ing to give his family a future. Yet 
during his election campaign he 
was having a secret affair with a 
party worker. 

Evans, 38, has since walked out on 
his wife and 10-year-old son and set 
up home with the 21-year-old party 
activist. 

“His election campaign was all 
about family values,” Gwen Evans 
told Searchlight. “That was a load of 
rubbish.” 

Evans told voters that he wanted to 
“ensure a British future for his family 
in Blackburn.” 

But, according to his wife, the only 
future he was planning was to ditch 
her and her son. 

Even when she found out about the 
affair the BNP attempted to silence

her. “They told me that it was impor¬ 
tant that I kept my mouth shut and 
didn’t tell anyone. They wanted me to 
stand beside him because it was 
important to show a united family.” 

In one confrontation, builder Evans 
warned his wife against going to the 
newspapers. “He said there would be 
repercussions if I did and the party 
would take steps to ‘counter-act’ such 
moves. 

“It was a clear threat and I knew he 
meant it. But I don’t care any more. As 
far as I am concerned, the BNP has 
wrecked my marriage and deprived 
our son of a good father.” 

Her suspicions about her husband’s 
affair grew during the election cam¬ 
paign but he always denied it. Then 
she found some text messages from 
Julie Russell. One read: “I want your 
teddy bear on my pillow again.” 

Evans moved out soon after the 
election and is now living with 
Russell, the daughter of BNP press 
officer Stuart Russell. Gwen is angry 
and resentful towards the BNP. 

“The BNP has changed him. He was 
a family man and a great dad but he is 
different now. Most of his previous 
business was with Asians but this has 
all dried up and he doesn’t seem to 
care. He had some Asian friends 
before but now he wishes them dead.” 

Gwen first learnt about his decision 
to stand from her mother who had 
read it in the local paper. “I thought it 
was a joke,” she remembers. “He had 
only been in the party for a few 
months.” 

Her mother was horrified and she 
lost several close friends. But she 
stuck by her husband and the BNP 
offered to look after her. 

“They promised to get me protec¬ 


tion. They talked about strengthened 
glass for my windows, a security and 
video system and a panic button 
linked to the local police station. The 
day after Robin won, a BNP member 
came round to my house and left a 
baseball bat for me!” 

Their relationship has soured fur¬ 
ther since he walked out. 

Gwen Evans has been left to rebuild 
her life but she remains angry. 

“Robin has been brainwashed by 
these people. I don’t know what goes 
on at their meetings but it must be 
pretty evil. The quiet man I knew has 
now turned into a strutting little 
Hitler. I suppose I should feel sorry 
for him, but what he and the BNP 
have done to me and my son are 
unforgivable.” 


Police have been called in to probe 
Robin Evans’ business affairs after it 
has been alleged that he had illegal¬ 
ly hired workers. 

The issue came to light when sever¬ 
al of these workers, some close 
family friends, were dropped after 
his business dried up following his 
election victory. When these workers 
attempted to claim benefit they 
were told that they were ineligible 
because there was no evidence that 
they had been working. 

Evans failed to back up his friends 
and even denied he had ever 
employed them. 

During his election campaign Evans 
attacked those who “can morally 
justify giving a single penny to peo¬ 
ple who had not contributed any-

B ritish Nationai Party 
propaganda says that 
it wants to see iower 
councii taxes but its five 
counciiiors in Burniey, 
Haiifax and Biackburn have 
refused to speak out 
against iocai tax rises. In 
Halifax and Burnley their 
councillors even failed to 
attend the crucial budget 
meeting that sets council 
tax and spending for the 
next 12 months. 

In Burnley, all three BNP coun¬ 
cillors were absent from the most 
important council meeting of the 
year. This was the second meet¬ 
ing in succession that the three 
had skipped. 

In Halifax, BNP councillor 
Adrian Marsden skipped the 
meeting he was elected to attend 
but managed to find time to 
address a BNP rally in Leeds the 
previous evening. 

Over the previous few weeks 
Marsden had again failed the local 
people who voted for him when 
he refused to oppose the part-pri¬ 
vatisation of loci services. 

The BNP manifesto states that 
its councillors would oppose 
council tax rises above inflation. 
However, when its councillors 
refuse to even attend the budget 
meetings this policy is exposed 
as a sham. 

The non-attendance of the 
BNP is no surprise. The BNP’s 
last councillor was sacked for 
non-attendance. John Haycock 
was thrown off Bromyard parish 
council in 2000 after he had not 
attended any meetings for six 
months.

Unison, which represents most 
council workers, was appalled 
but not surprised by the non- 
attendance of the BNP council¬ 
lors. “We always said that they 
had little interest in serving local 
people and we have been proved 
right,” Frank Hont, North West 
Regional Secretary, said. 


“The budget meeting is the 
most important of the year and for 
the BNP councillors not to attend 
is a scandal. This is the meeting 
that sets the council tax and level 
of services. The BNP’s claim to 
want a better life for local people, 
including lower council taxes, has 
been exposed as a hollow lie.” 


KKK boss is BNP organiser 


A lan Winder took to the stage at 
last year’s BNP festival to tell the 
audience why he had joined the 
party. “I’m not used to public speak¬ 
ing,” he told those gathered before 
him. “The last time I spoke in public I 
ended up getting married.” 

He was paraded as a shining example of 
the new, respectable face of today’s BNP, 
but his shaved head and heavily tattooed 
body told a different story. 

Until recently. Winder was the leader of 
the British Ku IQux Klan, an extreme and 
hardline Nazi organisation that believed 
in the politics of Adolf Hitler. 

The KKK is best known as the defend¬ 
ers of white separatism in the United 
States. Its members were responsible for 
the deaths of hundreds of black people 
and the image of hooded supporters and 
burning crosses still haunts US society. 

Winder launched the British KKK in 
1997. Its first meeting brought together 
several BNP parliamentary election candi¬ 
dates. They gathered in an East London 
flat, dressed in white robes. 

They even took pictures of each other 
and sent copies to a local newspaper. 

The KKK is only one of the extremist 
groups Winder has been in. He began his 


political life in the National Front before 
switching over to the openly Nazi British 
Movement. 

It was an organisation with very violent 
members, many of whom were involved 
in crime, football violence and skinhead 
music. 

He has also been closely linked to 
Charlie Sargent, the founder of the Nazi 
terror group. Combat 18. Sargent is now 
serving life imprisonment for murder. 

Winder wound up the KKK after it was 
exposed in the national media. He quickly 
swapped his robes for the suit. 

BNP leader Nick Griffin appears to have 
little problem with Winder’s KKK links. 
After all, one of Griffin’s closest political 
allies is David Duke, the former leader of 
the American KKK. 

Like Winder, Duke has swapped his 
robes for a suit but retains his hardline 
views. In his recent autobiography. My 
Awakening, Duke claims the Holocaust 
did not happen and that Jews are conspir¬ 
ing to take over the world. 

Griffin is in regular contact with Duke, 
and the pair have addressed several rallies 
together in the US and Europe. Last sum¬ 
mer, Griffin shared a platform with Duke 
at a German Nazi rally.

Glasgow offers 
hope out of tragedy 

FIRSAT YILDIZ, a Turkish Kurd, left his 
homeland seeking a life free from vio¬ 
lence and oppression. Arriving in 
Glasgow he hoped to find the safety he 
had never had before. 

Instead he was left to die on the streets 
of Sighthill, the victim of a brutal stab¬ 
bing. 

The community was shattered. They 
held three marches in protest at the 
killing. 

Local residents felt their own problems 
were being ignored. The police expected 
race riots. They did not happen. 

Instead, in the 18 months since the 
killing, the residents of Sighthill worked 
hard to build bridges. Locals and 
refugees sat down together and shared 
their grievances. 

Both sides soon realised that things 
weren’t right for anyone in the area and 
that only by working together could they 
change things. 

A cultural festival was held last sum¬ 
mer, the second since Firsat’s death. It 
has been a hard learning process for the 
people of Sighthill. 

Only a united Sighthill can bring about 
a better Sighthill. 


Paper whips up 
asylum hysteria 
through false story 

IN LATE January the Mail on Sunday 
splashed a photo of an 88-year-old 
woman across its front page. Over 
three pages, the paper claimed that 
she had been struck off her doctor’s 
list to make way for asylum seekers. 
This story was not true. 

Lydia Perry was indeed asked to 
find another doctor but the real rea¬ 
son was the opening of a local private 
nursing home not asylum seekers. 

Her relatives say they are furious 
that media reports blamed her losing 
her GP on the influx of asylum seekers 
into Stoke-on-Trent. Her daughter, 
Maureen Gurrell, has written a letter 
of complaint to the newspaper. 

Mrs Gurrell said “We have nothing 
against asylum seekers and the care 
we have had from Dr Pathak has been 
wonderful. 

“Our argument is with the system 
which has left too few doctors on the 
ground to cater for all the patients 
needing care.” 

North Staffordshire is short of 45 
GPs - enough to cover 90,000 
patients. This dwarfs the 1,200 asylum 
seekers in the city. 

Nationally, the British Medical 
Association claims that there is a 
shortfall of 10,000 GPs and 10,000 
hospital doctors. A spokesperson for 
the BMA said: “Underfunding and a 
shortage of staff are the main pres¬ 
sures on the health service”.

8 Traitors BNP leaders don’t 
think Britain should have 
fought Hitler in World War 
Two. BNP boss Nick Griffin 
once insulted the memory 
of those who died keeping this coun¬ 
try free by marching with other Nazi 
lunatics to the Cenotaph under the 
banner “No more brothers wars”. 

Fellow BNP leader Tony Lecomber 
has said that Hitler was a “peace-lov¬ 
ing man” while Churchill was a “war¬ 
mongering drunken slob”. 


6 Boneheacl pals The BNP 

is closely linked to the 
Nazi skinhead gang Blood 
and Honour, a group that 
takes its name from Nazi 
Germany. Many of the leaders of 
B&H are BNP organisers.

Money from B&H gigs has helped 
fund BNP election campaigns. 

A few years ago, a skinhead band 
led by Loyalist terrorist Johnny 
Adair, called Offensive Weapon, 
performed at a Nazi festival held on 
Nick Griffin’s father’s farm. 


3 IVIengele’s heirs A BNP 

leader has proposed a Josef 
Mengele-style eugenics 
programme for a BNP 
Britain. Tony Lecomber 
advocates a “racially purer” Britain 
through the sterilisation of the poor, 
the sick and the disabled. Lecomber 
even thinks that the rich are “geneti¬ 
cally superior” to ordinary people 
and that poor people shouldn’t be 
allowed to have their own children. 

His programme is almost identi¬ 
cal to what led to the warped exper¬ 
iments carried out by Mengele and 
his sick friends in Hitler’s Germany. 


9 Distributors of Hate 

Several leading BNP 
members have distrib¬ 
uted hard-core Nazi 
material. Warwickshire 
organiser Mark Payne sold videos 
worshipping a 1980s Nazi terrorist 
group. The Order. Payne was so 
enchanted with its leader Robert 
Matthews he adopted the man’s 
surname. 

Even today, the BNP bookclub 
still sells material from the world’s 
leading Jew-haters and Holocaust 
deniers. 


4 Combat 18 buddies 

The BNP set up the Nazi 
terror group Combat 18 
(Cl8). C18 thugs regularly 
provided personal security 
for BNP leaders and their meetings.

A LEADING member of the BNP 
has called people with learning 
difficulties “sub-human” and 
people with disabilities “geneti- 
caiiy inferior”. 

BNP National Organiser Tony 
Lecomber made these comments 
while advocating that a BNP-run 
Britain follows a eugenics pro¬ 
gramme to create a super Aryan 
state.

■ They say they are against terror¬ 
ism BUT their own supporters and 
friends have been convicted for 
bombings. 

■ They say that Britain is the best 
country in the world YET they 
claim it is run by their enemies, 
the Jews. 

■ They say they are against vio¬ 
lence BUT the BNP is stuffed to the 
gills with convicted thugs. 

■ They say immigrants won’t work 
and are on benefits YET they claim 
immigrants are taking our jobs. 

■ They say they are against drug 
dealers BUT some of their own 
members are drug dealers. 

The big lie 

The BNP say whatever they think their 
audience wants to hear. That’s how 
Griffin wants it. 

To the working class they claim to 
stand for socialist ideas. To appeal to 
the middle class they call for tax cuts. 
To the bosses they say they stand for 
industry. 

You don’t need to be a genius to see 
that the BNP must be lying to some¬ 
one. 

They are lying to everyone. 

Under a BNP government trade 
unions would be abolished. Businesses 
would be shut down if their owner’s 
face didn’t fit. 

The BNP say they are patriots but 
they don’t even support the England 
football team. 

The BNP’s world is not like the one 
that the rest of us live in. They don’t 
judge people on their abilities and 
attitudes. 

They see the world through a 
warped looking glass where every¬ 
thing can be decided by skin colour 
and “race”. 


Half the time they don’t even 
believe their own lies. But in their bid 
for votes they follow the advice of the 
wicked Nazi Propaganda Minister 
Joseph Goebbels. 

If a lie is big enough and repeated 

often enough, then people wHL believe it. 

Evil 

Griffin learnt his evil art as a teenager 
in the infamous National Front (NF) 
in the 1970s. He has spent the 
whole time since then plotting 
against democracy. 

He claims to oppose terrorism, but 
a close political friend is Roberto Fiore, 
a convicted Italian terrorist. Fiore fled 
to Britain after the organisation he led 
was implicated in a bombing which 
killed 85 people in 1980. Two Britons 
died that day. 

When a gay pub was bombed in 
Soho in 1999 by a former BNP member 
- killing three people - Griffin said that 
the TV footage afterwards of gay 
demonstrators showed why “people 
find these creatures so repulsive”. 

Hypocrites 

Griffin says he opposes homosexuality, 
but he is a nasty hypocrite who 
was outed by former NF leader 
Martin Webster as having a gay 
past himself. 

Like its leader, BNP policies are 
stujfedfull of contradictions. 

Nick Griffin is a typical fascist - a 
man for all people. He is an outra¬ 
geous opportunist. 

There isn’t a bandwagon he 
wouldn’t jump on, or a campaign 
he wouldn’t exploit, if he thought 
the BNP could benefit from it. 

Griffin is like the Mad Hatter. When 
he opens his mouth the only person 
who really knows what he means is 
himself. 


Nothing but hate 


The BNP tries to seduce young people, 
promising the world but delivering nothing 

but hate. 

Because the BNP has no answers to 
Britain’s real problems the attraction soon 
wears off. It uses young people as cannon fodder 
and doesn’t care what happens to them after they 
have become involved in its sick and violent world.

IN SEPTEMBER 1993 the BNP won a coun¬ 
cil seat in Millwall, East London. Like now, 
they thought the victory would open the 
floodgates to further success. 

They were wrong. 

The BNP exploited poor housing and high 
unemployment. They blamed Asians for all of 
the local problems. 

Of course this was nonsense. The bad condi¬ 


tions would have existed whatever the make¬ 
up of the local people.

The people of Millwall came together to 
defeat the BNP.

and political parties were forced to tackle the 
social problems. 

The people called on the British spirit that 
had defeated Nazism many times before. In 
1936 over 250,000 Londoners stopped the 
British Nazis in Cable Street. During the war, the 
British buckled down and refused to be beaten 
by Hitler’s bombs. In the 1970s, white, black and 
Asian people saw off the National Eront. 

Today the BNP has deserted Millwall. It has 
moved on to prey on another community. 

But history has shown that Nazism, in what¬ 
ever guise, can be defeated.

On the pitch I would go in a bit stronger and 
challenge the abuser. Not verbally, I let the 
football do the talking and win and embarrass 
them. 

I’m not the type to confront people but I 
will try and win the game so I can look them 
in the eye. 

I was at school with Stephen Lawrence and 
will always remember when we heard he had 
been killed. The whole day got frozen. 

People were coming in saying “Stephen 
Lawrence has got stabbed”. I was a first year 
and he was a fifth year but we knew each other. 

He was a quiet nice boy, into art and music; 
he had a purpose and wanted to do something 
in life. 

W hat do piayers feei about footbaii’s 
roie in deaiing with difference? 

At United we’ve players from England, 
Ireland, Argentina, Holland and South Africa. 
At Leeds we had Asian players in the youth 


and reserve teams. 

There is a definite message from the players 
that all types of people can get along no matter 
where you are from or what your background is. 

W hat wouid you say to those peopie 
who either think being a racist is OK, 
or those who are the victims? 

Racists are bullies and I think you have to 
stand up to them. I often think that if these 
things aren’t sorted out they get worse and 
escalate. 

I’ve seen things as a footballer that don’t 
make sense - for example a guy in Spain with 
dreadlock-style hair extensions who was mak¬ 
ing monkey noises at Emile Heskey. I didn’t 
understand that. 

I would say I want to live in an equal world 
where we are all respected.

Footballers lead the way 

LEADING FOOTBALLERS from across 
the country, including England cap¬ 
tain David Beckham, are standing 
against racism and prejudice this 
spring as they challenge the views of 
extremists using football to stir up 
hatred.

First and foremost I see 
myself as a human being, belonging 
to the human race. I believe in equal¬ 
ity and living peacefully with people 
of all backgrounds.” 

His words have been echoed by many 
other players who are involved with 
Kick It Out, football’s anti-racism cam¬ 
paign, fighting for equal rights for aU.
